Fresh Vegetables 


Can be Harvested 


Through October 


Gardens Must be Kept in 


Production Long as 


Possible 


By LEE A. SO.MEIC.S 
(University of Illinois) • 


To get the most out of out4 vic- 


tory gardens, it is necessary to 
keep them in production over the 
longest possible period. It is not 
enough to plant in the spring and 
follow with successive plantings 
of sweet corn and snap beans. We 
must also plan and plant a fall 
garden. It has been very gratify- 
ing to sec that more people are 
doing this each year. - 


A fall garden, as the teim is 


here used, means 'the fall plant- 
ing of the cool-season ciops Hint 
arc usually planted only in the 
spring. The practice is a. very old 
one in western Europe but until 
recently has been practiced but 
little in the United States. 


The principles of fall gardening 


arc the "same as for spring gard- 
ening, but the conditions arc re- 
versed. 
In the spring \ve make 


all possible haste to get the cool- 
weather crops out as soon as pos- 
sible so that they will mature or 
wiil be well along in their growth 
before the full heat of summer ar- 
rives. In the fall we delay plant- 
ing each crop and each group of 
crops as long as we dare. \Ve try 
to let summer heat and drouth 
pass before we plant in order that 
the plants may have cool weather 
in which to grow. 
Yet we know 


the crops must be planted early 
enough to reach edible maturiay 
before tbey arc killed by frost.' 


In order to plan a fall garden 


well, 
it 
is 
necessary 
to know 


something of the growth period of 
the different crops and have a fail- 
idea of when the first frosts m.iy 
be expected. 
\Ve may expect the 


first frost in central Illinois about 
October 12 to IS. Usually the first 
frosts may be expected in north- 
ern Illinois about a week earlier, 
and in' southern Illinois about a 
week, later than this dale. 
** 


Roughly the plantings in the 


fall garden may be divided into 
four groups, based on the period 
of growth of the different ciops 
and groups of crops: 


Tour Groups, of Crops 


1. The 112- to 115-day crops 


consist principally of cabbage an 
cauliflower when Uicy arc seedec 
directly in the row. Tliev ma 
also be started 
elsewhere am 


trnsplantcd in the garden whei 
the second group is seeded.. 


2. The" 95- to 100-day crops con 


sist of Italian broccoli, kale, en 
dive, carrots, beets, head lettuce 
and cos lettuce. 


3. The 75- to SO-day ciops con- 


sist of Chinese cabbage, turnips 
kohlrabi and winter radishes. 


•1. The -15- to 55-day crops con- 


sist of common radishes, leaf let- 
tuce and spinach. 


Fall gardening is relatively cas\ 


when irrigation is available but 
presents some difficult' problems 
when it 
is not available. Foi 


small areas or short rows, we may 
use the covered trench method as 
follows: 
Make 
the 
trench 
01 


trenches a few inches deep. Pour 
water into the trenches imtil a 
muddy condition has been created. 
Sow the seeds directly in the mud 
with little or no covering. Now 
cover 
the entire 
trench 
with 


boards . or other heavy material 
to prevent evaporation and to 
keep the soil soft and moist.

was removed in its construction. 


The second dragline is at work 


for a group of farmers in Rey- 
nolds township 'on an open drain- 
age ditch running through the 
farms- of C. \V. Vogeler, Mark and 
Lloyd Ewald and McNumarn. This 
ditch is MOO feet long with two 
to one side slope, with a drainage 
area of 1520 acres. 


These drainage ditches arc the 


type that is recommended for Lee 
county .according to C. E. Yale. 
farm adviser. 


The surveys and detailed con- 


struction plans .vcre made avail- 
able by the Lee Oymty Soil Con- 
servation District. 


CONSERVATION INCREASES 


One hundred eighty-three farm- 


ers in Lee county have used con- 
servation practices on their farms 
this season according to a report 
prepared by R. H. Tomlinson. con- 
servationist, and 
announced by 


Vernon Pomeroy, secretary of the 
district directors. 


The most popular measure for 


increasing: production and retard- 
ing 
erosion 
has 
been contour 


farming-. 
• Approximately 
3500 


acres were planted 
across the 


slopes on the level witli over .600 
acres in alternate strips of clean 
tilled 
and 
sod 
farming1 
strips. 


About 35 acres were set aside for 
future woodland by being' planted 
to trees ::: April. 
Several farm- 


ers have started a program for 
the renovation of their perman- 
ent pastures to provide increased 
forage 
and 
better 
protective 


cover. 
Approximately 1500 feet 


of tile lines and" open ditch'have 
been surveyed. Most of the farm- 
ers have taken .steps to provide or 
improve grassed waterways in 
natural depressions. 


This is a satisfactory 
record 


for little more than a year's op- 
eration, according lo Mr. Pome- 
roy. The directors have observed 
that the most interest seems to 
be centered in those communities 
in which one or more farmers had 
experience last year. 
This indi- 


cates that recommended land use 
adjustments arc proving practical 
and profitable. Most farmers arc 
glad 
to 
have 
their neighbors 


study the changes 
which 
they 


lave made to preserve topsoil and 
net-ease yields. Local demonstra- 
tions 
should encourage 
a large 


number of farmers to make land 
isc adjustments during the coni- 
ng months. Requests for help in 
banning solution lo soils pro- 
blems should be made of the dis- 
trict directors at their office in 
Ambov.

Production has dropped, as it 


always does this lime of the year. 
Consumption of the more expen- 
sive eggs continues to increase. So 
^hc price of eggs is now beyond 
the government support level. In 
fact, in a good many sections, it 
has again reached the ceiling. And 
while the price of eggs has beci 
going up. Ihe price of feed has 
stayed just about the same. 


The trend of the egg-feed ratio 


has been reversed and for four 
consecutive weeks now the change 
has been in the producers' favor. 
. According lo Ihe most recent 
figues. it no\r takes only six dozer 
and 10 eggs to buy 100" pounds of 
mixed poultry feed. That is les: 
than it has taken any time since 
March.

every year when it's about all vou 
can do to break even

ways try to get as many eggs as 
possible during the profitable pe 
riod. 


We're getting into the profitable 


period now. Our job is to get good 
production. 


You can't feed a hundred hens 


and get 25 eggs a day and make 
any money—this year or any other 
year. 
In general, you've got to 


get at least 50 eggs a clay from 
100 hens to keep your flock profit- 
able. • 


A good poultryman keeps cull- 


ing his flock all the time so that 
he's always getting at least half 
as many eggs as he has hens. 


Whenever you feed a hen that 


isn't laying, some other hen has 
to pay her grocery bill—instead of 
paying yours.

quick to blame the hens if they're 
not laying. 


The first thing to check, always, 


is whether their working- condi- 
tions-are right-and whether they 
arc getting a sufficient supply of 
raw matacrials to produce eggs. 


A feed company checked the. 


management 
practices . in some 


7.000 poultry flocks. Half of them 
didn't have enough house room. 
And out of every hundred flocks 
S2 didn't have enough feeders and 
waatcr fountains. 


Those fountains are particular- 


ly important in the summer time 
because the hens have to drink 
a lot of waatcr just to keep cool— 
and then a lot more if they're go- 
ing to have any to use in produc- 
ing eggs.

Due to unusually heavy drain on reserve supplies during th* past 


t»o year*, farmer* ar« threatened with a serious shortage of. legum* 
and gras* seeds—a vital link in production of food now and in to* 
future. Uncertainty of new »e<sd production and needs for fall »e«d- 
inff call for a sufficient carry over to meet requirements and maintain 
a reserve supply. In addition to providing feed for increased number* 
of livestock, legumes and grasses have a direct bearing upon futor* 
yields of other crops. Land under wartime strain of peak production 
must hav« legumes and grasses to maintain and restore fertility, and 
must have cover to combat erosion. Desired hay and pasture acreage 
cannot be maintained, however, unless this year's seed harvest. \» 
larger than in either of the past two years. 
Since seed production 


varies greatly because of weather, and the acreage available for s*ed 
harvest is smaller than in either of the past two years, it is urgent 
that more than the usual number of acres be harvested for *e*d.

Early Harvesting 


Cuts Oats Yields 


The demand for seed oats ii 


1015 will in all probability excecc 
the supply. 
Since 
the seeding 


season in 191-1 was unfavorable 
and considerable acreages of oats 
were not sown, it behooves evcrj 
farmer to save all the seed he can 
by 
harvesting 
it properly 
anc 


storing it in good condition. Farm- 
ers should hold off their combin- 
ing of oats until the stems of the 
oat plants are ripe. or. a strau 
color. They should also take the 
precaution of taking a sample ol 
their oats to the elevator or to a 
local mill where they can have a 
moisture test run. and as soon as 
the moisture in the sample is 1-1 
per cent or less, they can safely 
combine their oats, according to 
J. C. Ilacklcman, professor of 
crops extension. University of Il- 
linois college of agriculture. 


Eight per cent of the acreage of 


oats which was inspected by the 
Illinois Crop Improvement asso- 
ciation last year for Illinois seed 
producers failed to be approved 
as certified seed because of low 
germination, and most of that was 
due to heating in the bin. 


"Since there is "a greatly in- 


creased acreage of the new varie- 
ties of oats such as Boone. Tama, 
Vicland, Marion. and Control, all 
of which carry resistance to the 
common diseases of oats, these 
varieties naturally mature more 
nearly normal instead -of dying 
because of the attack of diseases. 
This means the stems of the oat 
plants remain green and continue 
to function physiologically until 
the grain is normally matured. 
With the old variety of oats which 
were susceptible to disease, the 
stems were killed prematurely by 
the attack of orange leaf rust 
and stem rust so that the seed 
dried out after the plant was dead 
rather than maturing normally," 
Hacklcman said. 


One of the ways that farmers 


have beep protecting themselves 
on this particular hazard is to 
cut the oats, drop them on the 
stubble in a. windrow; then after 
a day or two of drying, they arc 
picked up with the combine and 
thrashed. 
Any 
method 
which 


gives the oats a little more time 
to dry out after maturing so the 
moisture content gets below -i per 
cent will be satisfactory and the 
oats will be safe when placed in 
storage, Hackelman concluded.

U. S. Must Harvest 
Own Clover Seds 
to Supply Demand 


Illinois farmers face a serious 


clover seed shottnge. and tlu-re arc 
no foreign source of satisfactory 
supply. 
There is an urgent need 


for more legume seed for domes- 
titc use and for export to our al- 
lies. 


This situation applies to all le- 


gume and grass seed crops. They 
arc now growing in the fields. 
Harvest time for the seed is com- 
ing soon, and Illinois farmers can 
help by harvesting red clover, al- 
sike clover, sweet clover and mam- 
moth 
clover seed, supplies 
of 


which aro lilcojy to bo <\xlroi»olv 
short again next year. 


A .warning appeal on this sub- 


ject has just been issued by J. C. 
Hncklcman. professor of crops ex- 
tension. University of Illinois col- 
lege of agriculture, who says. 
"Unless all potenlinl seed produc- 
tion is saved in 1911. wc face one 
of the most critical seed shortages 
in recent history." 


Here -is how the situation sums 


up: 


1 Red clover—Reserves at -10 


per cent of 1910 level. 
- 2. Alsike clover—Carryover re- 
duced one-half by iwo short ciops. 


0. Sweet clover—19 K! crop the 


smallest since 1922. Carryover on 
July 1 expected to bo '10 per cent 
of 1939-1910 average. 


"Red clover seed supplies have 


declined steadily since 1910." said 
Hncklcman. "The carryover July 
1 is expected to be the smallest 
since 193S and this, wilh the 191-1 
production, will undoubtedly not 
be sufficient to mccl Ihe demands 
of. domestic trade and the needs 
of lend-lcasc. 
Competition from 


war crops in 191-1 likely will con- 
tinue this unbalanced condition." 


Cites Two Fallacies 


"There seems to be an opinion 


among some farmers." said Hack- 
lemnn. "that the besl seed produc- 
tion of the second crop is likely to 
be secured by clipping the first or 
hay crop and allowing it to remain 
on the ground. There arc two fal- 
lacies In that practice. First, if 
the first crop was to _ have been 
clipped, it should have been cut 
early, before the crop.made much 
growth, and before Ihc heads are 
formed. 
Now that Ihc crop has 


reached Ihc early-hay slagc. Ihe 
growth is loo heavy nnd leaving 
it on the stubble will do more 
damage than goo<l. 
Second, the 


legume hay shortage is almost as 
serious ns the seed shortage. 


"Cut the red clover hay as early 


as possible after the heads color 
up and do not wait for them to 
turn brown. 
This will give Ihe 


second crop a bcllcr chance to get 
started on the important task of 
making this badly needed .seed 
crop. 


"With the alsike and mammoth 


clover, the first crop is the seed 
crop nnd therefore no clipping can 
be done. If the mammoth clover 


has not bee:i :o;lcd or poleu uoun. 
that should be done just bcfoie 
the heads arc showing. This will 
get 
most of the 
plant on the 


ground and only the upper part 
of the stem will turn upward us 
the svcil matures."
